Prospect That Their Places

OTTAA\'A, March -1.— A climax with- 
otit parallel in the history of jiarlla- 
mentary proceedings was precipitated 
this afternoon, when .Messrs. Lenno.x, 
Barlier and Crotliers, the Conservative

Hugh Lumsden resigned, as a protest 
against the refusal of the majority to 
permit them to name counsel to rep- 
resent tho people in the pending in- 
quiry. 

Tlie action of tho tliroe members 
came as a reply to the non-recognl- 
tloii of their rights o£ llio minority, and' 
caused the sensation of the session. 
What win happen now la problemat- 
ical. The foui; government members 
may continue the Invcsligalion, as four 
is a (luorum. It is expected that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier will ask Mr. Borden 
to name three of his supporters to 1111 
the vacancies, but it is hardly likely 
thai Mr. liorden will feel like helping 
the government out, and it is also 
highly improbable than any Conaer- 
vatives>.Wduld;§bMe: v to servo where 
Messrs.' L6nn(nc,^'Barkeiv and Crothers 
so strenuously objected. , • .

.-.Today's , prooM'dlhgs ;,6it?th'S^'"cBinmlt- 
teo wero dramatic.'* It wife " the flrst 
meeting for , a week, it ; havlng'- been 
arranged when the committee met last 
Thursday that Messrs. E. M; Macdon- 
ald'and Barker, for the respetcive sldes 
should meet together l and try to fix 
upon a counsel to'; represenL the com- 
mittee and .bring .but all tlie evidence. 
Messrs, / Macdoimld; an*: BiEirkec ' met 
but . cdild ^ not;' come ,.t6^ any deflnite 
agreement. Today iMr. Barker report- 
ed that an agreement could not bo 
reached.' and moved that the minority 
appoint tho counsel to prosecute the 
inquiry. ■ This was \-oted down by the 
casting vole of tho chairman, 4 to 3. 

So soon as the vote was taken Mr. 
Lennox said it was his intention of 
retiring from the committee, as lie be- 
lieved tho i)roceedlngs would lie un- 
fair. "Spetiklng for myself," he said, 
"I cannot help feeling 11 would be a 
waste of time to stay here under the 
circumstances." 

Mr. Macdonald then moved that 
Wallace Nesbitt, IC. C, be retained as 
public counsel. This was seconded by 
A. 11. Clark. This broughtup Mr. B;ir- 
ker, who declared thai he did not be- 
lieve 'that a counsel appointed by the 
aiipportcrs of tlie government on the 
committee would be likely to conduct 
tile iiniiilry to *he sallafaction of the 
opposition. A counsel ulivr.yc e<.\- 
deavored to do the utmost for tho 
peo|)le who retained him, and in this 
case the rettdner was tho govcrntnent. 
Mr. .Smith, K. C, had declared lie was 
representing the public, but it would 
be absurd to think that -Mr. Smitli 
would try to bring otit evidence which 
would damn the transcontinental 
commission, wlilch employed him. It 
wari e.Kaclly the same thing with t!ie 
appointment of a counsel by the ma- 
jority of the committee. Mr. 'Barker 
added that he was not' in Parliament 
for tho purpose of wasting time, and 
he therefore followed Mr. Lennox's ex- 
ample and retired frpm the ooriimittee. 

.Mr. Macdonald remarked that this 
was a most peculiar situation. Tho op- 
position had not nioved for a commit- 
tee to investigate ^he charges of Mr. 
Erumsdep, neither bad they' made any 
charge against the government. He 
claimed that Messrs. Crothers, Barker 
and LennnOx might as well say they 
wore golng to find that Mr. Lumsden's 
charges were w^ell founded regardlest; 
ot the evidence. The sole desire of 
th majority on the coinmltteo. Mr. 
Macdonald declared, was to get at tho 
facta, at which tho minority smiled 
grimly. For that reason, he continued, 
they proposed tin eminent lawyer. Me 
thought the Tiilnorlty should reconsider 
their stand, and he reminded them that 
munditte was from the llot.sc of Com- 
mons.

liermitted to enter into the case at 
all, and a niouKMit later charged 
Jlessrs. Harker, Lennox and Crothers 
with .-^eeKlng to mtike political capital 
and will! having no elt^slre to gel :it 
the real facts. 

Mr. Ci(HilTrlon, the chairman, ob- 
served ~hiU he did not thlnlc a lawyer 
of Jir. Ncsliitt's standing would risk 
hl.s ropiUatlon hy being a partizan In 
the eondtiot of the case. Here Mr. 
Ibirker, who had been listening (o tho 
exchanges, remarked: "Wo have 
nothing whatever to say against Mr.

Considerable- progress waa ; made In 
tho business ■ of.- tho local legislature 
yesterday.' Wh'at Is popularly known 
as the Canadian Northern ' Pacific 
Railway Bill passed through Its eom- 
mitlco stage unaltered, and will come 
up for its third and Una! reading at 
.Monday's session. The iict ratifying 
tho agreement boiween the province 
and tho Kettle River Valley Railway 
Company Is complete, having passed 
its third and final reading at yester- 
day's afternoon session. 

Tho House tissemblod at 10:30 a.m. 
for the lirst morning sitting durlnt? 
the present session. It at once re- 
solved itself into committee and com- 
menced to deal with public bills. Tlio 
lirst to come up for consideration was 
bill ul, "An act to provide for the in--' 
spectlon of premises, worlds, wires' 
and appliance;) generating, transmit- 
ting or supplying electrical energy." 
l'"athored by the Atorney-Gonoral, tho 
second reading was carried without 
any opposition ai'lslng. The bill was 
reported and passed its third and final 
reading. 

Bill 33, "An act to amend tho Fire 
Inquiry Act," also passed its third and 
final reading without amendment. 

In the next measure which came up 
,'fb'r discussion, bill 30, "An act to 
amend the Supremo Court Act," a 
lengtliy speecli was delivered by A. I-I. 
ID. Macgowan (Vancouver). Mr. Mac- 
gowan made an attaclc on the supremo 
court bench of the province. 

Section Ultra Vires 

Attorney-Genera! Bowser, the au- 
thor of the bill, pointed out, (luoting a. 
number of precedents, that any action 
affecting' the constllution of the su- 
premo court, was ultra vires of the 
province. If such a section as was 
proposed by the momber for Vancou- 
ver were inserted in tlie bill, it would 
bo disallowed by tho authorities at 
'Ottawa. On account ot the other pro- 
visions contained in tho act, he would 
bo very sorry that this should happen, 
and he must ask the member for Van- 
couver to withdraw ''his motion. 

J. H. Hawthornthwalte (Nanalmo) 
said there wa^ a ;lf eellng ; in^, the prov- 
ince .that the^'^courts';, of;- Justice were 
riot all ■ they, .sfiould- be; ! In his opinion 
the, courts -.should, be above ...crit-r, 
iclsm. The 'benoh wasi loaded atVpres-i-i 
ent with. Judges who were good Lib- 
erals. 

Premier JIcBridc, continuing the de- 
debate, said that it was well within 
the right of .any member of the House 
to advance any .suggestions dealing 
with the courts of tho province. Thti 
member for Albcrni seemed to think 
that such a right did not exist. Tho 
function of government was to 
strengthen the coiirtlj. The courts 
were e.-^otmilnlly iniitituted to rr.2.!:'j 
tor tho solidarity and welfare of the 
people at largo, more so, perhaps, 
than any other factor in the comnuin- 
it.v. He regretted what the member 
for Vancouver had said, but the latter 
ha.l been quite within his righl.s. 

In view of the fact that his motion 
wmild jeopardise tlie bill wIkui It canio 
before the Governor-General in coun- 
cil, Mr. .Macgowan withdrew his pro- 
jmsal. Had ho known what \n'. was 
risking he would hiive introdtiectl a 
separate aniendmeiit to the Suproine, 
Court .\et, Jle inleadiMl to return to 
the subi.'cl at a later date. 

Tho second reading of the hill was 
carried, the measure also pa.ssing its 
third and final reading. 

Bill 37, "An act to amend the Coun- 
t.v Courts Act," then came up for con- , 
slderatlon. It prodiiciid no discussion, 
passing it.s tlilrd and linal reading.

Harbor Improvement 

One of the first subjects discus.sed 
was the proposal for t hi/: improvement 
of the harbor, it l.ieliig introduced 
through a special report from ii com- 
mittee, which is as follows:

The I're.sideut and Council, Victoria, 
British Columbia, lioard of Trade: 

Geiiiieineii, — Your special Ju-rbor 
committee to whom was referred tlig

-The ,'.\attbrney-rseneral had 
truthfully said.; that "the government 
had carried the r.'xllway policy not vice 
versa"; the success of the I'oiiserva- 
tive party had been achieved not by 
tlu> |)eo])le's apiiroval of the r.allway 
prngrLininie, but by the iierrectlon of 
the' party orga iiiz.at ion. During the 
canipai.gu tlie Conservative leaders had 
ridieuied tlie iio;-:i!!)iUl\- of ii railway 
Ixdiig built ovi. r ih.. llo|ie inuuntalns, 
which had been declared as a veritable 
"toboggan slide," and yet today that 
road was being built with less than a 
3 per cent, grade, and tho .. premier 
tools credit to himself ^or havjng, by 
the' competition prpmlaied his railway 
prospects forced Groat Northern Rail- 
way construction in this InealUy. Tho 
member for .\lb;'rni held thai under 
tho present jiropusa is, i.ipial beiielii. 
Wiis conlerre'd u|hiu ^'ilbi'rta, in pro- 
viding an alteriiale road to m,ari;e(, 
wliudi iirovliu'i;, under existent coiidl- 
ti(Mis, would reap almost as great ad- 
vantages as lliis province could pos- 
sildy derive.

one sided and so on. What tlie crlt-, 
ics had to say have amoujited to 
nothinpT more than this, but such un 
objection could lie talion to tlio mul- 
tiplication table, and we h.ivc no 
doubt it would bo, if tlie .Mcltrlde 
novrrnmont proposed to ineliule it in 
a statute. True, there lias been the 
worn out objection that the •• contract 
imposes a vast liability upon the prov- 
ince; but this niir'stion was threshed 
out i)retty tliiirouLjhly at tlii' jiolls and 
the voters decided that tlioro wa.s 
nothiiiis Inylt. . v^^s;,- ,> ' 

The rrieasuro wlii fieflbmo la-iv in the 
course ot a verj' few.i^.^a5m,.;a^a sliort- 
ly thereafter tlio work 'of construction 
will bo begun. We are told that this 
eoiitrnct and its immediate affects are 
tho subject of much discussion in tlie 
East.; where, it.;, is . believed that the 
coming "" of the Canadian ICorthcru 
means very great things for Britisli 
Columbia. Tho only place where it is 
doutitcd is in a little circle ot dis- 
credited Liberal r.olitlcians in Victoria. 



THE NAVAL DEBATE 

Apparently tliere is no reasonable 
prospect of the debate on tho naval 
question ever ending-. The subject 
is one of such importance and the 
adoption by Canada of a navftl policy 
is sucli a new departure in the history 
of the Dominion, that not- unnaturally 
a great many members of Parliament 
are desirous of being heard upon It. 
But very much tliat has been said on 
tooth sides was rendered useless by the 
violent partizanship of the spealters. 
There are certain principles Involved 
In this policy that ought to receive all 
the light that can lie cast upon them, 
but the mere personal aspect of the 
case has-.really no bearing up.on any- 
thing in particular. If members of 
Parliament could once get it into their 
minds that the country as a rule pays 
absolutely no attention to their at- 
tacks upon.each ;otlier,>toe gain- tp the 
public would be great, in the 'heat of 
a debate a member may' at limes be 
spurred to make an onslaught upon an 
opponent, but wlion he works up un 
his piu'.y whip tliat he shall have, tin 
attack and arranges befdrehahd. Avltli 
opportunity- of; malting ;it/ J»e e makes 
very much of a huisance"of'':'hiimfielf. 
The members of both parties are 
eciuully at I'ault in tlii.'? respect, and 
the country has got tired of the whole 
wretched buslnessij . , ^3 - 

The Naval 'defeate has Veen' the oc- 
casion ot some good speeches, and 
some excellent ideas have been ad- 
vanced; Init most of wliat has been 
said niiglit liave just as well been 
left unsaid for all the good that has 
come , br .Will come, of -JU v. 3?he were 
some ■ot''us^ who indulged in'' the hope 
that this debate mi.ght lift the house 
above the level along v.liicli so many 
of its members seem to prt fer to live, 
move, and have tlieir political being, 
but we have been disappointed, for 
with a few notable exceptipns the 
whole debate has only been a waste 
of lime, and t!i(! overloading of an 
already overloaded Hansard. Tlieio 
ouglit to lie a Plim.sol .Mark some- 
where in tlK'so lliinsK. 

EDUCATING "tHE PEOPLE 

We notice In the Unionist press u 
strong demand for ;i -policy of educat- 
ing tlu; iieople upon tile issues of the 
day. The step is certainly a wise ono. 
In the United Kingdom, as elsewhere, 
there in a section of tho community 
which i.s given to tlie study of econ- 
omic (luostions along linos more or 
Jess socialistic. AXany audi nu n be- 
come exceedingly well informed u))on 
those phases of these subjects which 
relate particularly to Socialist teach- 
ings, and as with this knowledge thnro 
almost always goes groat earnestness 
and much facility of expression, tlie 
spread of their ideas is rapid. The 
other side of itho caso. Is haydly.iprc- 
eented at all, and airiohg'the rurnl 
population thero are thbusands to 
whom the Issues of the day are as a 
Boaled book. Tho intention of tlie 
Unionists is to get the masses of the 
people •closely In itouch with all public 
auestlons, not merely to preach the 
gospel of tariff reform or to set forth 
the objections to Home Rule for Ire- 
land. .Sinjc tlio .sovereign ]iower Iiiia 
been given into the hands of Demos, 
it is important that ho should bo 
taught what responsibility attaches 
to Its exercise. The recent election 
campaign was educative to a very 
consldomblo degree, but It was also 
very primitive In many respects. Tin; 
non-partizan press lias often drawn 



attention to the' fact that both parties 
appealed rather to prejudice than to 
reason. It is quite 'pos.-jiblo ;tliat the 
oducation of tho voters in the manner 
referred to may not make them pur- 
sue the course Virhlch their tutors 
would, prefef ;. them to follow, but an 
educated electorate is better than ono 
that is ignorant. 

SOUTH AFRICAN UNION 

It was hoped that a coalition min- 
istry mlghtfbe formed to launch tho 
South African' . qonfcdsratlpn^^^^ tlie 
London DMy ' Teldgraph^'thlhlcs sucli 
a result impossiblo and it is not very 
much disposed to regret it. The Lou- 
don paper thinks it was inevitable 
that the flrst party . cleavage should 
bo along racial 'lihes, and' it is hopeful 
that these will shortly disa'ppear. The 
Telegraph' thinks ,tliat ilr. .Merriman, 
of Cape Colony, is likely to be the 
first premier instead of Genoral Botha, 
who every one hoped would be ; given 
the 'post. It is, of conrso, yet too soon 
to speak with certainty on thlg point. 
General Botha is quoted as sayine: 

I think tob iridny spesctilatlye opin- 
ions 'h'ave' been', iixpreisaedj ; some' ap- 
pear to desire a .Coalition Government, 
and others, a party government based 
on existing party H'nes. Today I do 
not wish, to say more than tiii.y — do 
iiot. let .iis-'jump before we reach tliu 
stile,- but trust the .'people of South 
Africa to do the right thing wlien tlie 
proper time arrives. I am conviuceil 
that its future can be entrusted to no 
better hands than to tho patriotic 
leaders ot the people, froiji whatever 
party they may be drawn. 

Mr. Merrinian, who undertakes to 
siieak for lln- Cape Uiilcb, says: 

We have constructed our Hying ma- 
chine, ljut we liavo got to ma'.io It 
work yet. If llioy who weic in a ma- 
jority adopii:d a "top-dog" policy, tho 
Union would be a curse instead of a 
liiessing. The future is in tlie lap of 
the gods, and I tliink .that the less 
said at present the better, il'liere has 
been too much talking abput South 
Africa. . 

Sir Peltec .Ram, the senior ihember 
for Cap'e Town,* thlnits a fnlstaice has 
been made in not sending out the new 
Governor-General, so as .to eiuiblu 
him to get in touch w ith the situation. 
Ho says "^he ctjnauramation' of the 
union presents some dlfiiduflties, but 
ho Is holpetui of the future. 'We duote 
from an interview with lilm: 

Speaking as a Dutchman, I am 
firmly convinced that racialism is a 
thing of the pasti We have every 
confidence _ that Generals Botha, Dt; 
Wet, and',Smuts are imbued witli the 
desire to'work with the leaders of the 
English party in South Africa. Party 
politics there will always be, but cer- 
tainly not on racial lines. Tiie policy 
whloii was initiated by tlie Jameson 
Government of sending people to Eng- 
land to further trade relations be- 
tween South Africa and tho Mother 
Country, .-has" always recelv<;d tlio 
greatest supRort from the Dutch lead- 
ers I have mentioned, and today .i 
great deal of the success of tin.' ex- 
port trade which has been worked n j) 
i.s duo to the great energy put into 
the work by the men I liavi'. named, 
and also by Dr. Jameson, and ^ilessrs. 
Moor, :\Ialan, Sclireiiier, Lionel Pliil- 
lijis, Abe Bailey, Fischer nnd tlie rep- 
resentatives of Ilhodesia. A common 
platform lias boon found wliere men 
of such divergent views and diffi-rerit 
race will work together, and this au,g- 
•urs well for the future of South 
Africa*;. ...rt^., . 

Dr.* Jameson's vlc^vs are of interest 
In such a connection and he has thus 
Ox.pressed liimself: 

I thorouglily explained to tho Pro- 
gressive iiartN' in Cape Town on tin; 
eve of my departure for ICngland my 
po.silion and tlie views I then held. At 
tliat tim(.. I tiad iiopt d tlial tin.- lir.sl 
Union C.overninent v.'(,nld talco the 
form of ;i conlilion lirlwecn the vari- 
ou.s ijarties during what may Ik; called 
the con.slructi\'e pi-rioii of the first 
>'ear.« of Union. Xow, howf;\-er, I un- 
derstand from rejiorted utterance.:! of 
various leader.s of political parties 
now in power In the two larger ('ol- 
nnifs tliat sio-h :i coalition is iir.aeti''- 
ally iiiipo.ssil-ilf, Ihiiugli I stiil liiinl.v 
lieiieve that in tlic inlere.sts of South 
Africa such a coalition would be iii- 
linltely better than tli.. only a.ltern.-i- 
tive, wliicli i.s a continuance of tli" 
present ;party division, for to my mind 
llie latter course must lnevitai>ly (li--' 
lay the total dls;ippear.-ine'.' of th'- 
racial problom, u-lilcli Ii;i.« li'.en the 
curse of Koutli Africa nj) to now. 

The Premier of Natal thinks there 
aught to be a coalition, but the Pre- 
mier of the Orange River Colony Is 
not quite sure about It. Th^ Treas- 
urer of the Transvaal thinks there 
will be a gr.'idua! recasting of iiartle;), 
while ex-Preslil<nl .Stiyn bc-Iievi-s 
that the best men in the several local 
governments should bo combined to 
form a ministry. Through all '.the ex- 
pressions of opinion from piomiiunt 
men on the ground tliat wr li.ave liei ii 
able to read, there runs a strong feel- 
ing of optimism over the future of 
South Africa an'd a conviction that 
both races will do their best to make 
the Union a .complete huccosh. 

CHARLES DICKENS * 

Recently a bannuet In memory of 
I'Jharle;- Dickens was held In Lrnidon. 
It la remarkable how tho work of that 
great novelist retains r its rhqld . upon 
the people, for ho Is yet one ^bf "tho 
best H' llers." It i.'! rem;! rkii bio, for In 
one respiM-t lio '.vrolr I or.. a gi-iieratlon 
that has pa.ssed away. The England 
ot today liS; a., diaeront. England from 
that with which "Boz" dealt; Pcrhajis 
the secret of hi;; enduring popularity 
Is that hts cliaraelers wore true '■typo.') 
of men. .Mr. Plcltwlck Is alive today 
altlioii.gh lie doeii not dress l:i giiltirs 
or wear nn ImpoH.Mlbli! tall coat. Sam 
"Wellcr iB Immortal, although he may 
employ a little different slang than 
that. 'Which the creation of r-li-keiei 
mad.C so famli;:;r. IJoinhey yd walk:; 
our streets, 'and David Copporlloia Is 
with US yet. Dotheboys Hall Is no 
more,' yet we are not free from tiie 
oppression of children, although It 
may take 'other forms. JIIs.4 l'''lyto 
and the .Vlan from Klirop.HliIre ma.\' no 
longer luumt our course, but aoriu'- 
thnea wo llilnk there might be an e.\- 



cuso for them if they did. But it is, 

needless to go into partimilars. Dick- 
ens akotched men, women and chil- 
dren that were true to life in all 
times. Hence his stories ajipeal to 
people everywhere. One thing about 
this great novelist Is worthy of atten- 
tion. Ho was evcr»clcan and whole- 
some. If, as a faithful iiortrayer of 
Ills itlmes as lie was liound to do, he 
touched upon what is coarse, he never 
did so. coarsely. - If he was compelled 
to deal with Indecency, ho dealt with 
it decently. Ho never made vice at- 
tractive or left virtue In R pale, drab 
melancholy. He made the act of do- 
ing good seem Us own reward, but he 
always showed that vice drew In Its 
train terrible consequences. As .a 
creator of characters, who "live oven 
more really than if they were actually 
llesli and Idood, Charles Dickens 
stands without a superior in fiction, if 
he has an equal. Other.h'pyellsts may 
have drawn stronger riguresi but hone 
of them drew a greater number, ^who 
were complete in themselves, different! 
from each other, and all ipostoased of 
the quality which malies them endure. 

WOMAN suffrage'.^* 

Prcsldorit Tnft says ho Is'ln favor of 

woman suffrage when a mnjorlty of 
Women want to vote, Tii four of the 
United States women have already the 
same suffrage as men; namely, in 
Idaho, Wyoming, Utah and, Colorado. 
In twenty-flvo of thp states women 
have tlie right to vote at school elec- 
tions, in seventeen stati-s tiie.v liave 
no \ote ,al all. Coining oiitsidi' of tin; 
United States, we Ihid that in tho 
United Kingdom single - women an^. 
widows have municipal and ' cbu'nty 
suffrage, that is they vote on their 
property. In Canada they have mu- 
nicipal suffrage as a rule. In the 
Commonwealth of> Australia they have 
full national suffrage and also suf- 
frage in till' several states. In New 
fCealand tliey have full suffrage. In 
Russia those that hold prnperly liave 
a right to vote for mombers of the' 
Duma. In ^'orway they have full suf- 
frage and in Sweden .-rhunicipal suf- 
frage. ' in Finland they' have full suf- 
frage. In France women engaged in 
business liavo a limited suffrage. So 
far as we know the only case in whicli 
woman suffrage^- liaving been once 
tried, was' abarfdoned was £he Stote 
of Washington, where women had full 
suffrage In territorial days, but when 
the state was erected they wore de- 
prived of it. This seems to • be an 
argument of some value In favor of ex-, 
tending the -vote .to women. 

We do "not ' know that any case has 
over been cited where womcMi have 
abused their right to vote.

Cook Street, Named After Famous Navigator. 
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In conaldcriiiB the l'amili;ir laiul- 
mnrUs of Victoria, Coolc sft-eot' rriii.v 
Ijo menUoried as "one of the most roi)- 
resentatlve for It takps Its.nnmc from 

■Cnptaln James Cook, R. N.,'.iii .momory' 
of whose early labors on this coast 
many other poiiita were namyU. Cap- 
tain Cool; eanie of eonimon eiiougli 
.Steele. His father was an nRrienltiiral 
laliorer ami (Jook, who was tin;' second 
hon, was l)Oi-u at Martoii, Yei-ksl'h'c, 
lu 1728. Early in Cook'H life Ills fam- 
ily moved to Ayton, or Great Aytim 
as It \\^is cullcU, and it was here^ that 
Cook, received . the .rudlhients of cdu- 
<'atton.v.H6..'was;empjpyed by a,gro(,-er 
and habordrishor for'.'d time but wlieii 
he was eighteen years of age lie elect- 

■ crl to follow the sea and his first birth' 
was in the eollier I'Ycoiove, of AVliltby. 
I'^ur three years he served on lioarO

of Venus. On this voyaeo he charted 
the east coast of New Zealand and the 
eastern coast of Australia, proving the 
former was two large islands and dia- 
covering the latter wjilch ho ealled 
Now Souili Wales. Cook returned to 
Kngland in 1771 and was jiromotcd to 
commander the following August. 
Cook's next voyage was in the Ilcso- 
lutloii, in company with tho Adven- 
ture wlien more excellent work was 
done in discovery and geographical 
ehartlns.

As 
to rates, he . denied that tlie Premier 
had redeemed iii .'.thls legislation thu 
pledge he Jiad given ..to the electorate.

Canadian Northern system. Further, 
i!ie mort;,'af;e on the line should ('er- 
talnly cover also the terinlnais, wltli- 
wliieb the railway would be comiiara- 
tively valni-lcHs. The Ifouse should 
liav(^ a de)lult(> u?ul(M'st,-inilin(; as to 
tile form of niortgaKe, and there was 
trenera! loost:ness and elii;u v<'ne.ss In 
the Idll which elia llcnRed very grave 
.'luspieloii. Another section provided 
for the givln.g of ;iny vacant crown 
lands for townsito and either purpo;ic3 
that the cfMnI)an^■ mlKht desire. Was 
it not liosslhle, he asked, that under 
tills most el,-istie in'o\-isi(in, the Gov- 
ernnK-nit's most valualih; lands at 
Point Gre.\- inl.glit be given ;nvay'.' 

On the whr.le. lir, held that in ever.\- 
<letall and ever.v section, the coni|iaiiy 
got the best of it— e\-(in lo the extent 
of exemption from taxaitlon, af'-r tin; 
finverr.ment had in ri'allty hulit tlie 
road, till' iK'opIe lieing e.-iih-d tipon to 
be;ir the l.ixation which this road 
should pay. Still another el,'ui:,e 
provided tor the acquiring of other ' 



railway linos, tlirough -ivhloli ho an- 
tlcipa»ted that tho company would buy 
out the Victoria and Sidney railway, 
worth probably $5,000 a mile,, and on 
which the Government, already pay- 
ing heavily, would guarantee a further 
535,000 per mile. 

Telegraph and express tolls wore 
not, according to the contract, under 
any Govornment control, while omis- 
sion wa.s also made of running rights 
over \tliis much assisted road. I'ro- 
vlslon should also have been made tor 
purehaso if desired, after a certain 
date, as wisely provided by tho Maiil- 
toha act, which also specifically for- 
bade and prevented amalgamation 
with other linos through which rate 
competition would bo nullilied. The 
omission in the contract of any hope 
of extension to tho north of the Island 
called for the special condemnation 
of tho Premier, through whoso neglect 
tho Island once more suffered.' 
Fair Wage Clause 

The fair wage clause was unsatis- 
factory in the opinion of :\lr. Brew- 
ster, who hold that under the present 
conditions, no fair security was given 
white labor as to a fair wage. He 
again pointed out that on the E. & N. 
railway, through tho rejection of tho 
minimum wage provision when offer- 
ed in the House, white labor was be- 
ing employed which, after penaliza- 
tion in many forced charges for board 
and other essentials, obtained the pal- 
try pay of ri.85 per day. 

To recapitulate, ho held that while 
the province was giving such an 
enormous- guarantee — was virtually 
bulldine this road for private business 
Interests— no sufficient security was 
provided for the adequate protection 
Of provincial interests. There was no 
real ' control oitlier of rates of the in- 
terests of labor; and witli ^he, feeling 
that this province should go on with 
a system of true development and col- 
onization railways, what this bill post- 
pones immeasureably by crippling '\liu 
provincial credit and opportunities In 
this particular, he proposed to record 
his vote In opposition to tho principle 
of the bill— as certainly not In the in- 
terest of British Columba. 

.Mr. Ross (Fernie) said that, repre- 
senting as ho did a constituency not 
directly beiielitted by this bill and tho 
works provided for under it, it might 
be thought that lu; should stand asldu 
and leave the debate to those more 
directly interested and concerned. Ho 
felt, however, that by the adoption and 
imjjlementing of this le.glslatlon a 
new era would be opened for this prov- 
ince, and HO must in tlie llnal reckon- 
ing assist the district represented by 
lilni. In Fernlo district there were, 
perhaps, the greatest coal measures la 
the world today — sufficient coal to 
meet the world's demands for a thou- 
s.-Liid years to como. Ho believed tliat 
whether or not this road came into 
the Crows Nest district, other lines 
undoubtedly must do so. The Cana- 
dian Northern was, however, already 
within striking distance of the dis- 
trict. They most probably would be 
in thj} coal flclds long before the gen- 
eral public anticipated that they 
would.. This railway would unques- 
tionably hasten tho happy day of im- 
proved, railway.; facilities for, all parts 
o:f' the 'proVlnce^'andi^he loolied to . sec 
the .Canadian -Northern In Southern 
Kootenay'wlthln 'a year or two. As to 
the opposition, little. -would be required 
for him -Ih, answer." The last -word In 
cxplanatlon>.,and assurance had been 
given by.>;the, 'Premier In his Inspiring 
address, 'lii its criticism tho opposi- 
tion was. as usual, very far divided. 
He had noted with pleasure tho manly 
course taken by the inember for Es- 
quimalt. who had thoroughly awakened 
to the merits of the proposition for the 
country contained In tills bill, and 
might, it was to bo hoped, ere even 
this session closed, see lU to adopt 
the policy enunciated from tho treas- 
ury benches. For his encouragement 
and guidance he would quote the old 
familiar llnea: 

"While yet tho light holds out to burn, 

Thu vilest sinner may return." 

(Laughter.) 

And as the Whin of the CoiiBcrva- 
tive party, he (Mr. Ross) would bo 
glad to throw open the portals when- 
ever the prodigal from Esquimau 
elected to lliid iieaco and safety with- 
in the Conservative fold. (Laughter.) 
Xot so with tho niembi.'r for Albernl. 
He had not evinced the Independenco 
and public-splrllediK.'SS demonstratod 
by his colleague from Ksciuimalt; 
w'lille as for the members for Nanaimo 
and Xewcastle, none might with safe- 
ty jiredocate what their course would 
be. Doubtless, as the -building- of this 
railway would mark the dawn of a 
new era of industrial progress in Brit- 
ish Columbia, which would not- com- 
port with the growth of Socialism's 
projiaganda, their support ' mlight not 
be looked for. The memto'er for Al- 
bernl bad criticized the bill because 
it had not - sooner' been presented to 
the House. But wjiat was there. In 
fact, in, the .bill that had not been well 
known' to all British Columbia since 
'November last? It was quite true that 
tfta details of the bill had berii l.'lt 
'ln%the hands of the premier and llie 
attorney-general, but knowing well 
their record in dealing with corpora- 
tions and In such dealings fully pro- 
fecting tho Interests of the public, 
what wiser course could the members 
have adopted? As for the boasted rail- 
way policy of the Liberal party, it had 
rec'eived its (tulr.tus at the hands of 
the whole electorate. 

Tho record of the government last 
Xovi-niber had forever put to sle'jp 
the criticism of the Opposition, and 
he had hojied that tlu! member for Al- 
bernl would have seen fit to come in 
lino with the expressed feeling of the 
I)eople, Mr. Brewster had declared 
tliat Ills opiiosition was on fundamen- 
tal iii-lneiiilcK, but he had not explain- 
ed what he meant. Was It that ho 
could see no good In the works of any 
fonservativo government? Was he so 
hopelessly wedded to defunct Liberal- 
ism ay this? It had been said that the 
late leader of the opposition had giv- 
en in hla policy, his own Ideas as to 
railway building. This wa.s just It— 
It was his own Idea with nothing con- 
crete or direct in it and with no sug- 
gestion of any time In which such a 
policy might be inaugurated. ■. 
' ' Clear and Definite. 

Tlvo gbVernment railway proposals In 
contrudlatlnctlon' were definite and with 
a stipulation as to early completion. 
Through .these proposals of the gov- 
erhmant'the upper country would gain 
lower rates and thereby cluaiiened 
necessaries of life. And, as tlu: Pre- 
mier liad said, this was but a Ueginu- 
Ing. He felt that It would not vi-ry 
long before tlie (Canadian Nortliern 
would '(>•• found in the southern por- 
tion of the province, ;i most drslralili: 
consummation fmni every iiossililo 
Klaudpoint. Ali-.-ady this railway pro- 
gramme had stirred up the other rail- 
way eoniiianlcH to liasie to reach ilie 
eoa.st. Violh the Oi-e.-it Xortheni .-mil the 
Canadian Pacific being at present en- 
gaged In a riiee to complete their links 
of comniunicatlon over the Hope moun- 
tains. In his endeavours to depreeiate 
the iireseiit railway bargain, the meiu- 
iH-r for Alberln had derl,-ired the Can- 
adian Xorthern from \\'iiinliieg to I'^d- 
nionton wa.'j "u shocking piece of road,"

Unions' Committee Reports 
Tliat 75,000 Workers in 
City Have Joined — Serious 
Rioting Is Expected Today 



PMILADKLPIIIA, March 5.— i^ii- 
couraged Ijy messages of sympathy 
and offers of assistance from labor 
organlzntioria from all iitvrts of the 
country, the union workers of many 
trades ceased work at miduiglit, and 
inaugurati-'d what jiromlses to be one 
of the greatest sympathetic strikes In 
the history of oi-ganlzed labor. 

The committee of tmi says that at 
least 7ri,000 orgaiiliied workers, as well 
as many unorganized nieii, have ceased 
work. 

Promptly at midiiisht union or- 
chestras playing in the leading 
hotels and cafes picked up their In- 
struments and started lor home. Union 
cab drivers and chauffeurs also aban- 
doned tbetr ' posts,' and tho hotel and 
automobile services were bmlly orii)- 
pled. The drivers of both taxicab 
services in the, city arc members of 
the union, 'and. refused ,, to take out 
their machines after midnight.' 

The committee of ten remained in 
session at Its headquarters all night, 
receiving reports from the local 
unions. Tho labor leaders refused to 
comment on the report that the police 
would prevent tho demonstrati(m 
planned for tomorrow afternoon In 
Independence siiuaro. 

Kloting, which began tonight In 
several sections of tlie city, and was 
particularly severe in the nortlicast- 
eru dlstilct, is thought to be ;t lore- 
runner of more sorioiia trouble to- 
morrow, ■when thousands of idle men 
will throng tho streets. While the 
labor leaders are receiving moral sup- 
port from their fellow workers in till 
IKirts of the country, many associa- 
tions of emjiloyers have sent letters 
and telegrams to the olUclals of the 
I'hiladoljdiia Rapid Transit Comptiny 
und tlio city council, commending their 
position, and urging them to stand 
firm in their determination not to 
recognize the union. 

All tlic policemen, firemen ' and 
specials who liave been on duty since 
tho strike began, received ordprs^.to- 
night to remain at tlieir posts, v The 
number of emergency automobiles in 
the city -hall courtyard was Increased, 
;uid preparations were made to send 
:l force of men to any section of the 
city at a moment's liotlctf.r Many of 
these maclilnes are • driven by their 
owners, wealthy 'men, who have vol- 
unteered for police duty, and have 
been sworn In By Director Clay. 

William Drexler was sliot andprob- 
ably ' fatally Injured tonight by a 
policeman, who fired into a crowd that 
had. cphgregated. Several cars had 
been stoheh by the crowd, and the 
police "gdardlng them fired n volh % . 

Crowds aUo attacked 'pars In other 
sections of the city. 

It was slated Ijy tho conimitice of 
ten that hundreds of letters had been 
received today from bodies of un- 
skilled v.-(U-kcrs, not atliliated with 
unions, declaring tlieir Intention to 
strike. At -1 ii. m. 1,000 workers are 
already out, by account of the labor 
leaders. Phlhulelphla Typographical 
Union, No. L', will not particli>atc in 
the general strike. The (luestion was 
referred to a coininlttee. which decid- 
ed against the walkout. All night 
long reports came lo tho oHices of 
the allied building trades, from the 
.small unlini headiiiLirters, detailing 
the number of mer. who w-ould cease 
wi-irl; in symiiathy with tlie striking 
car men. It Is supinjsr'd that tlie 
sympathetic strike will cause inuch 
suffcriii.g and inconvittilenee. it is de- 
clared that iiractically all drivers of 
bakery wagons, mllli: wagons and 
teainrders for freight and produce 
dealers will stand by the order lo 
cease work. The teamsters' union, 
comprising 7.5 per cent, of the drivers 
in the city, will leave their work to- 
day, and will not return until the i;en- 
eral strllce is e;illed oft. 

Word was also received at head- 
quarters that SOO waiters would cease 
work at midnight. Tho waiters" union 
is strong here, its members being em- 
ployed In ;tll the leading hotels und 
rest.auraiits. Their employers are ,lo- 
liig all in their power to secure com- 
petent HUbstitutes.

SHIPS'COi'LI'DE-^ONESINKS 



Schooner Asbury and Steamer James- 
town Crash Together in Fog 
17 Miles Out— Crew Saved 



XOKFOLK, Va., March 4.— The 
three-masted schoonor Asbury is sunk 
at sea and her crew in en route to 
New York today as a result of a cal- 
Ilslon at sea yesterday between the 
vessel and the steamer Jamestown, of 
the old Dominion line. 

The slilps came together In a dense 
log 17 miles southwest of Winter 
Quarter liglit. 

The Asbury was nearly cut in two. 
She sank rapidly, and her crew was 
saved only by the heroic actions of 
the men aboard the Jamestown, who 
risked their lives repeatedly. 

A 'large hole was iitovo in the bow 
of the steamer, which was large 
enough for two men to crawl through, 

This was patched up wiili a tarpau- 
lin and several planks, and the steam- 
er limped Into this port.
